Members of the group asked for 
the retention of the Department of 
Education'"s “Special concerns 
staff,” which may be abolished 
during budgetary cuts. The o 狂 ce 
is the only link that the Asian/Pac 
communities have to Washington， 
several persons pointed out- Bell 
responded that the Department of 
Education has pledged to reduce 
staff by 500 persons，bnut that he 
felt the need to keep lines of com- 
munication open: “But the office 
will have to-be reduced.… “No, ex-

James Woods also turns in a 
good performance as a friend of 
the janitor and Vietnam vet whose 
racism against Asians makes him a 
prime suspect in the killing. The 
Vietnamese businessman turns Out 
to be a profiteering middleman 
trafficking in just about every- 
thing， 

The film sort of falls apart when 
the plot strings are tied together， 
because the coincidences strain 
credibility， which has to bemain- 
tained in this type of murder 
mystery.
